REPORT. 



Albany, April 3, 1893. 
To the legislature : 

The statute requires that "the Commission shall annually 
transmit to the Legislature a full re{K)rt of their acts, together 
with such facts in regard to the insane and the management 
and conduct of the asylums and institutions for their care and 
treatment, ius they may deem necessary for its information, 
to which they shall add in proper form and detail the measures 
which in their opinion are best adapted to improve the care 
and treatment of the insane." 

Pursuant to the above provisions of law, the State Com- 
mission in Lunacy hereby presents its annual report for the 
year beginning October 1, 1891, and ending September 30, 
1892. If the reports of the Commission were designed solely 
for the Legislature's use, some things of which the legislative 
department of the State government is required to take cog- 
nizance might with propriety be omitted, as for exam]>le, the 
special reports which the Commission makes from time to time 
to the committees of your honorable body relating to particular 
matters; but the (Commission, conceiving that the Legislature 
intended the report for the information of the general public 
as well, and more particularly of those who are directly or 
especially engaged or interested in the care and treatment of 
the insane and in the management of institutions for this class, 
has deemed it proper and necessary to insert many other matters 
with which the Legislatui^e can hardly fail to be familiar.

Obviously, a report of this character must be written with 
reference to all classes who may tiike interest in the subject, 
hence it must treat of many things with whicli the Legislature 
and specialists in the field of lunacy are ac(|uainted, and it 
must duj)licate and repeat figures and details for the benefit of 
those who do not care to examine the whole report, or to 
C5arefully study the w^hole body of statistics. 

The report of the Commission for the fiscal year ending 
September 3(», 1801, having^ been unavoidably delayed in its 
preparation, some matters wei'e discussed and many special 
reports and orders were included therein which properly 
'belonged to this report, notably, the financial needs of the State 
hospitals for the legislative year beginning in January, 1892. 
The present report, therefore, wiU be much briefer and treat 
of a much less number of subjects than its predecessor, as 
henceforth in its general reports to the Legislature the Com- 
mission wiU include only such matters as actually occur during 
the fiscal year. 

For the purpose of making the report as intelligible as 
possible, in respect to the many and diversified interests of 
which it must treat, it has been deemed wise to subdivide it 
into seven ])rincipal parts, as follows:

REVIEW OF STATE HOSPITALS. 



The statute under which tlie Commission is organized provides 
as follows : 

" The superintendent of every asylum and institution and the 
keeper of every county {K)or-house and city alms-house where 
insane are kept, shall, on or before the first of November in each 
and every year, report to the Commission in Lunacy the number 
of male and female insane, idiotic and epile])tic in his custody on the 
first of October last past, together with a statistical exhibit of the 
number of admissions, discharges and deaths that have occurred 
within the past year among these chisscs of persons, the actual 
condition of those discharged, the causes of death of those dying 
in the institution, and such other facts and information as the 
Commission may require." 

Under tlie provisions of this statute, the Commission, for 
the pur|K)se of procuring rej>orts both intelligible and com- 
parable, hjus required that they be in conformity to certain 
detailed inquiries and in response to certain specific questions, 
and that they should possess as much uniformity as possible, 
to the end that t^jie general public and those especially inter- 
ested in the care and treatment of the insane, might be able 
to approximately determine the relative usefulness of the 
various State hospitals for the insiine. 

Ile|)orts in conformity to these inquiries were fii-st published in 
the report of 1891. (certain inquiries were made for the reix)rt 
of that year which are no longer necessary ; hence the in(|uiries 
have been modified so as to adapt them to permarient use for 
similar reports each year. For the pur|X)se of clearness, the

The iiijuia^ers of the Hudson River State Hospital respectfully 
request that appropriations be made in the amounts and for the pur- 
poses hereinafter specified: 

Vuv the i)urchase of an electric light plant for the eight State-care 
cottages, in accordance with the contract already embodied in this 
rei)orl, $7,570. 

The buildings occupied by men patients with their 600 inmates, are 
without adequate protection against fire. At present the only means 
for meeting this danger are a "chemical fire extinguisher" and pails of 
wMt<*r ^tanding at convenient points. At the boiler-house, belonging 
to tlit-ie buildings is a Worthington duplex fire pump, twenty by ten, by 
It'll with automatic governor, seven-inch suction and six-inch delivery, 
i;:ii;n:i'iiriMl to throw lO.li-inch streams 100 feet distant, with 150 feet 
eU'vntiou. This ]>ump is now useless, there being no arrangements for 
eou\i»viiinr the water to the building. 

An approximate cost i>f the work required to furnish an absolutely 
pn»ti'iii\i' tire >ystem for these buiUiings, is as follows:

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Another requirement at the men's department ia a morgue. This 
should contain a small reception room where friends might see their 
dead, another room for the safe-keeping of the remains, and another 
suitable for making autopsies. The building should be supi)licd with 
steam heat, hot and cold water, sinks, fixtures and drainage pipes. The 
estimated cost of the structure is 1(4,000. 

In the women's department, the entire plumbing of wards 4 and 8, 
which is twenty years old, should be renewed, and iron floor beams, 
brick arches and tile floors repLace the present rotting beams and worn 
out floors of the water-closets and bath-rooms. This would cost about 
$0,500. 

A suitable horse stable for twelve horses and a wagon-house are 
greatly needed. The farm horses are now stabled in a siuJill lean-to. 
About 100 tons of hav and straw must be stacked out of doors, and 
more storage room for hay is needed. Our veget.ible cellar is entirely 
inadequate and can not hold even the past year's Weld of potatoes. 
For beets, carrots, cabbages, etc., the only resource ban been to bury 
them in the earth. It would reqiiir« to provide these necessities

Duriiii; the pant twelve months two new buildings have been con- 
Btruoted with funds derived from an appropriation provided for in 
chapter 91 of the Laws of 1891. This act was for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the provisions of chapter 126, Laws of 1890, and it 
made provision for patients at this institution as follows: " To the 
]Middletown State I lonKeopathic Hospital, 200." These buildings were 
not only erected, but they were like>^nse furnished, and are now occupied 
to their full capacity by patients who were either transferred from county 
institutions or sent as public patients from the various counties of this 
district.

■.•enation of the life forces in the feeble and the aged. In addition t 

1 this, we have endeavored to supply our pntieuts witli an agrei^abH 

[Variety of grtiu foods, of vegetables and of fruits; ood UkAwise with I 

loderate amount of oarefully selected meats. 
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The new buildings are especially adapted for the in^ess of guulight 
and fresli air> and for the egress of all noxious and raal odorous atmos- 
pheres; hence these conditions and surroundings are favorable to a 
restoration from bodily disease, and to a renewal of the normal mental 
operations. 

Tlie medication of this institution is after the tenets of Hahnemann, 
and has always been homcBopathic. We are obliged to express, in this 
cursory review of the general results of the year, our regret that we 
have been unable to receive for care and tre.itment here all patients 
from every ]f>ait ot the State whose friends have expressed for them a 
desire for the hoindjopathic mode of treatment. We hope that this is 
but a ti'mporary disability, and that the original purpose of this institu- 
tion will soon be re-established and continued in accordance with the

V GeNEKAL OpKHATIONa. 

I state generally tbo operations of the hospital for the fiscal year 

I ending Septemlier 30, 1833, giviugthe nntnber and kind of build- 

I ingB erected or completed during the year, or now in course of 

I erection, the extraordinary repairs to buildings and other 

imjwrtant improvements begun or completed during the year; 

also any new features in methods of management, together with 

a cursory review of the general results of the year. 

One of the most Important uiidertakingB of the year was thf con- 
struction of the new Bt«am line, wbiuh oonveys the steam from the 
boilers at the river through a well-protected iron-pipe, 3,000 feel long, 
to all the buildings constituting the main hospital plant. This line is 
carried through an arch of solid masonry throughout its whole length, 
and is constructed in a thoroughly substantial mauner. During the 
1 jear the two new buildings, provided for by last year's appropriation, 
wer« erected, one, a frame cottage at the Phelps farm, and the other 
a commodious brick structure ou the main hospital premises. Accom- 
modations have thus been proviided for H3 additional patients. With 
the appropriation for steel ceilings, six wards, three dining-rooms, three 
dormitories and several small rooms have been ceili^d. In the laundry, 
estensive additions, repairs and reconstructions have been made with 
the reappropriation of #2,800, wliich had been saved from the original 
appropriation for the construction of the steam line. At both the home 
bam and the barn on the Phelps farm, extensive improvements have 
been made. 1'he silos have been reconstructed and strengthened and are 
now tilled to their utmost capacity with ensilage, The stnlla for the 
L horses, the stables for the cattle and the pens for the sheep have been 
■^built and an? all provided with cement floors, new feeding troughs 
I md the most improved fastening apparatus for the stock. In the east 
^ lAulding, at a comparatively small cost, alterations have been made in 
■Ae dining-rooms and in the second story which enable us to care for 
HBAr-y patients more than the building formerly aooommodatcd. The ' 
pUvb dining-rooms have been converted into one hy the removal of the 
m twrtitions, and a nnich more commodious and handsome room is thus 
k obtained. The steward's cottage has been improved by the addition of 
V\ veranda on the went side and a kitchen in the rear, making the building 
aion.- habitable and comfortable. During the year a great de.il has been 
accomplished in the direciioo of affording the patients congenial %p^S_ 
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pt&blt.-fniploj'mmit.with highly satisfactory resultn. New aliops have beeff 

laDized ill the baBemeiit of the narth building for the sewing and tatlor^l 
Eog Jejiarlmenta aud for the introduction of a variety of unoful oconpa- 
^DDB. All olectrif motor, for which the current is drawn from the adjacent 
electric car line-, drives five sewing maobiQes to such good purpose 
that we are enabled to turn out more than double the amount of work 
with the same number of employes than was foi-mcrly done. It is 
estimated that more than twenty thousand yards of earth have been moved 
by patients iu the excavations about the hoapit&t buiMiti^ and in the 
construction of drives and roadways about the premises. Tho main 
tlioroughfare leading to the city has been greatly improved and a sub- 
stantial road constructed along the north side of the north building 
over which heavy teaming is now done instead of using the driveways 
on the lawn to their great detriment. In addition to our shop work, 
repairs and improvements to buildings, a great labor has been accom- 
plislied on the farm, in the gardens and on the roadways. 

The success attending the use of modern bathing treatment the 
plunge bath, maissage anil a variety of other accessories has Blimutat«d 
UA to provide similar advantages for our patients in tiiis hoi^pilAl and to 
that end we have constructed a bathing house in the basement of the 
north building, A plunge bath, thirty-six feet long, fifteen feet wide 
and five feet deep, holding 20,000 gallons of water has been pro- 
vided. It can be readily filled from a four-inoh supply pipe connected 
with our main water linu and the temperature is regulated to any 
desired degree by a steam jet which enters the water pipe at a p 
about six feet from the o]«ning into tlie bath. An eight-inoh i 
prr'perly tnippeil, allows for the speady emptying of the batb. 
addition to the plunge, we have erected, on the wall at one side, ft 
series of taps from which hose with sprinkling attachments leads off. 
With the aid of these sprinklers, the patients are quickly and 
thoroughly batht-d, after which they take the plunge in the large 
bath. This mutliod of bathing has already become very popular and 
we ciintidently lixpeol to make use of it for four-fifths uf the patients J 
in the hospital

State generally tho ojierations of the hospital for the fiscal 
year ending Seiiteml>er 3iJ, 1892, giving the number and kind of 
buildings erected or completed during the year, or now in course 
of erL>ction, the extraordinary repairs to buildings and other 
important improvement* begun or eom|>leted during the year ; 
also any new features in methods of management, together with 
a cursory review of the general results of the year. 

At the close of the Rftoal yearending September 30, 1891, there were 
387 patients (IBS men and 188 womeu). During I he year ending 
Seplcmljer 30, 1892, there wert-lTa pnli en Ir admitted (193 men and 179 
woinen). The discharges atid deaths for the year Duubercd 164 
(96 men and 69 women). There were remaining at the cIoHe of the 
year 595 (296 men and 399 wumen). 

The ubitervation ooltagCB were organised as early as [loaaible after 
the appropriation for fiiniiture was available and was occupied by 
patients daring the month of May. The only additional building 
occupied by patients during the year was a farm-house upon the 
preCnises to which six [latients were temporarily assigned that assisted 
in milking, and for the dormitory use of fonr eraployiis and attendants. 
The largest operation of llie year was the work of completing the 
group of buildings known as 'group three. These buildings consist of 
a central or ailuiinistr.ition building, for an assislaut physician, super- 
visors and for offices. A building for nurses and employes with a 
capacity of fifty. Three ward buildings, containing each three day 
and night wards, and a separate wing each for baths, water-closets, 
lavatories, etc; a building in tlie center of the group for a large asso- 
Jiwate dining-hall, with kitchen attached, and connected by either 
. BXtremity with ci>rridor hmidings euntaining work-rooms and dormito- 
rlMupon the second story. The ciipacity of this group is iiio patients 
Liad sixty employes, bctudes thu officers* quarters. 

U- A stone aivh conduit. Too feet in length, was built connecting group 

P4*W» with the btiilei^hoose. for steam conneotiona, et«. Tlirough this 

conduit ftiv carried the stuiun pi|K-i> for heating Die tmilJings and the 

J «l«Otrio cahleo forlightlug and n<.HH<sMry pomr.

of group three is wearly wiapleled. T!ie eloolric wirini: 1ms bevn done 

and ihtt oahlea bava been run into th« dwtrto aUtion. 
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ConvaleBoeut cottage east, with a capacity for aixty-eight patietit^l 
bae been incloaed and in ready for finishing. A honie barn has 1 
bnllt which altio contains accommodatioiia for several employee. 
snperintendcnt'B cottage has been completed and is now occupied. 

The sewer outlet has been built into the river at the swiftest shore 
current, so aB to submerge it, and insures not only the speediest dispo- 
sititin of its contents bnt also prevents any back pressure. The water 
•apply pipe from the river has also been completed ui accordance with 
the provision made for it. A substantial stone culvert has repUc«d a 
destroyed bridge on the highway. Piiigrese has been made in improv- 
ing some of the grounds immediately about the buildings. 

The nietbods of management have been continued as contemplated 
at the opening of the institution, excejit that there lias been an effort 
to improve the classification as wards have been added from time to 
time. Particular effort has been made to empliasine the medical 
features of the service, and pathological observation has been carried 
til an unnsual extent with the facilities presented, as the records will 
allow. An embarrai^snient haa been mot in training attendants with 
Butlicuent rapidity and thoroughness for the rapid increase in our popu- 
lation, the experience having proved that those who had left the service 
of other hospitals did so for some cause that made them undesirable 
here, licuce, our present corps of attf^ndants and nurses are almost wholly 
new til the work with the exception of the training and experience they 
have received here. There is an improvement in this respect that seems 
lo lie progressive at this time. An effort has been made, thus far with- 
out niucJi succeas, to establish a supervisory service of the several 
kiti'hcuB of an order superior to that ordinarily given by cooks, and 
more i^onstant than the usual official supervision. It is believed that 
if il cAU be properly instituted, it will lead to a greater efficiency of 
service, the best possible preparation and distribution of diet, and 
eciiuoiuy reducing the wastage to a minimum degree.

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CHAPTER 2. 
AnjiDAL Rbpoet Rochbstee State Hospital. 
The Rochester State Hospital is the last of the State Hi)spitals 
I in point of time of establishment, and the Legislature dejmrted 
I from the principle which ha^l been adhered to before the or^an- 
I ization of the State OommisBion in Lunacy, by providing that 
it should report directly to the Oommission instead of 
directly to the law-making power. This innovation the Cora- 
ion behevea to be in the interest of the State and one which 
will tend to bring about a more harmonious and coherent system 
than now exists, that is to say, a system which has a centralized 
supervision and is responsible to it, instead of a system made 
up of several independent parts, each of which is substantially 
responsible to itself alone. 

The Legislature having required that the annual report of the 
I Rochester State Hospital be incorporated in the report of the 
I Commission, it is herewith reproduced as a separate chapter :

The managers of the Rochester Slate Iluspital respectfuUj 
submit the following report for the tiscal year ending Septem- "* 
ber 30, 1892, transmitting therewith the reports of the trea- 
sarer and the medical 8U|T6riiiteiident : 

By the latter it will be seen that 124 patients have been 
admitted during the year and that the daily average popula- 
tion has been 381, The discharges, including twenty-two 
recoveries and thirty-five deaths, were eighty-nine. The num- 
ber rHmaining September 30. 1893, was +01. The increase of 
population for the year was thirty-five. 

The treasurer's report shows the amount of expenditures for 
the year to be $89,205.76. The vouchers filed with the Comp- 
troller, show in detail Uiese expenditures. They have been 
audited by the executive committee and entered on the finan- 
cial records at the hospital. 

The managers have visited the hospital fretjuently during 
the year. At these visits they have carefully inspected the 
several departments, and have become familiar with the attend- 
ance and care given the patients and the various industries in 
wliich they engage. They have ordered the various improve- 
ments that have been made in tlie wards and grounds, and 
have observed how these improvements have contributed to 
the comfort and enjoyment of the i>atients. 

Wards 4 and fi have beeu remodeled and refurnished. New 
furniture has also been added in the other wards, which has 
not only improved their appearance but has materially increa.sed 
the comfort of the r>ccupanl». Desirable changes have aJsa 
been ma<le in the service of tlie dining-rooms. 

The training school for nurses and attendants, has been 
conducted in a satisfactory manner. The wards and 
[)ortions of the hosjiital have been kept iu a cleanly 
onrlerly condition. The entertainmr^nts have been 
fro<|Ucnl, and the average attendance of patients It 
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Eighty acres of farm land have been added to the hospital 
grounds, by rental, and out-door life of the patients has been 
encouraged. More apparatus for fire protection has been added 
and distributed in such a manner as to insure its usefulness. 
Excavations for the new buildings are being made by the 
patients, and the industrial departments have been increased 
and made more eiBcient. 

It is confidently expected tliat the crowding of the patients 
which has prevailed during the past year, will continue 
but for a short time. With this exception, we pordially 
commend the general condition of the hospital. The require- 
ments of the rules and regulations have been intelligently 
enforced and our confidence in the resident officers has been 
increased by our observation of their methods of management 
and treatment. 

The problem of providing proper sewage for the hospital has 
now been solved. Surveys and estimates have been made and 
the most feasible route for a sewer from this section of the city 
of liochester has been ascertained. The sewage now finds an 
outlet into a small stream and pollutes it, to the damage of the 
pi»operty through which it passes. 

The last Legislature made appropriations for the erection of 
new buildings. Plans and specifications for this work have been 
prepared by J. Foster Warner, architect, and the work will be 
completed as soon as practicable. 

It will then be necessary to make additions to the kitchen and 
laundry apparatus; to furnish the administrative building; to 
provide power for the electric light; to renovate and fumisli 
three wards in the present building, one of which is now used for 
administrative purposes ; also to provide suitable farm buildings 
and stock. 

It is not necessary to detail arguments in favor of these 
requirements of the hospital. The expense of them has been 
carefully estimated and the managers are fully in accord with 
the superintendent, that these appropriations are absolutely nec- 
essary. They are recapitulated in the following table:

At the beginning of the fiscal year there were 366 patients ii 
pitaJ, of whom 173 were men and 131 women. Dm 
he year 124 patients were admitted. The daily average popnl 
iion of the hospital was 381, 

In addition to thirty-five deaths, fifty-four patients have l 

jcharged during the year, of whom twenty-two had recovered;J 

At the close of the fiscal year there remained in the hospitall 
01 patients, of whom 1S5 were men and 216 were women. 

When the now buildings are completed, for the erection of 
(vhich appropriations were made by the last legislature, the hOB- 
bital will no longer suffer from insnfficient capacity. 

It is confidently expected that these buildings will be erected,-- 
Kluring the coming summer. 

The excavating is being done by the marie patients and U'^ 
nearly completed. 

ImjJbrtant improvements have been perfected during the past 
vear. Two wards in the female department have been renovated 
|ind refurnished. 

The great majority of the patients in this hospital have suffered 
L long time from their malady and are often feeble and very 
listless. It is interesting to report that a large pro))ortion (over 
seventy-one per cent) are daily employed in industrial classes, 
under the guidance of the attendants as instructors and compan- 
ions. Their dtrangement is modified by these attempts at effi- 
ciency in steaily. interesting 6.nd intelligent labor. The routine 
work of the hospital and.farm. together with a variety of trades, 
j» performed by the patients under this industrial and educational 
system.

I The probable inctiine from so-called private patiouts has likewise

irho are not properly chargeable upon the Slate and who are 
jBidents of other States or countries. The Commission believes 
liat the duty of removing such insane should devolve upon it^ 
>Dd in the bill proposed it is provided that the agents above 
referred to shall perform the "additional work of removing such 
s to the States and countries of which they are legal residents. 



CHAPTER i. 
Afi'kopriatiohs fob State Hospitals. 
In the consideration of the subject of necessary approprifttioi 
for the State hospitals, the Commission has detennined to lay" 
before the Legislature the needs of the State hospitals as sub- 
mitted by the local boards of these institutions, sotting forth all 
the items asked for, together with the rea-sons given for ea^h, 
merely for the consideration of the Legislature, and without com- 
miLlin^: itself to any of these items. In determining the necessity 
of theamoonts asked for, it is obvious that i>ersonal eJcpIamition 
and argument will be retiiiired, and. therefore, the Commission, 
if the legislature desires it, is prepared to appear before the 
proper committees and explain the nocwsaity or otherwise of the 
several suras which have been asked for. 

llii- items asked for by the State hospitals are eonfined to 
.A appropriations and do not include otHcers' iialariQl) whJ 
1- 19 ' "" Z 
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are limited by statute, nor maintenance which, it is expected, will 
be included in a general appropriation for maintenance after the 
State care act shall go into full effect on October first next. 

The views of the commission relative to the sum which will be 
required for the maintenance of the insane, namely, for the care, 
medical treatment, clothing support and transportation of the 
insane poor to State hospitals, the payment of officers' salaries, 
the payment of employes' wages and ordinary • repairs and 
renewals in State hospitals, are treated respectively under the 
heads of State care of the insane (see page 137) and transporta- 
tion of the insane (see paglfe 154). 

In relation to accommodations for the insane made necessary 
bv the annual net in( rease in their number, the Commission would 
most respectfully call particular attention to the provisions of sec- 
tion 10 of chapter 12»> of the Laws of 1890, which provides as 
follows : 

" The state commiftsion in lunacy, whenever it shall deem it necessary 
and expedient, by reason of overcrowding, or in order to prevent the 
same, shall, in its annual report to the governor, recommend the erec- 
tion of such additional buildings on the grounds of any or all state 
asylums then existing, as shall, in the judgment of said commission, 
provide sufficient accommodations for the immediate prospective wants 
of the insane of this state; or, if said commission deem it more expe- 
dient, it shall recommend the establishment of another state asylum or 
asylums in such state as in its judgment will best meet the require- 
ments of part of the pauper and indigent insane." 

The objects for which special appropriations are asked by the 
State hospitals are generally stated with the amounts required, but 
the detailed reasons for each item will be found in the special 
reiH)rts of these institutions, to which page references will here- 
after be made. 

It should also be borne in mind that as to a considerable 
proportion of these items, the Commission would not advise 
their allowance, for the reason that it does not believe them 
actually necessary. It simply presents the items for the con- 
sideration of the Legislature, and its opinions as to theirnecessity 
are quite distinct and apart from the statements made and furnished 
by the local boards of managers of the several hospitals. While 
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dno economy should be exercised in making appropriations for 
repairs to buildings and equipment, it need hardly be pointed 
out that the constant deterioration of huildinga and furniture 
used by the insane, as compared with buildings and furniture used 
for other purposes, is very great. Indeed, it has been aptly said 
that a considerable proportion of the inmates of insane hospitals 
are a constant wrecking party as regards destruction of the walla 
and wood-work, furniture, fixtures, etc. Some pains have been 
taken to secure estimates from competent sources as to what 
sum or percentage of the cost of such buildings would be aunuallj 
required to keep them and their equipment in a proper state of 
repair. The iuformatiun which the Commission has obtained in 
relation to this subject is to the effect that the deterioration of 
buildings annually amounts to approximately two percent of their 
ooet, while that of furniture amounts to about sixteen per cent ; in 
other words, to keep the buildings, furniture and fixtures in a 
proper state of repair, appropriations to the extent thus stated 
most annually be made. 

The estimated value of the plants of the several State 
hospitals to September 3ll, 1892. when the present fiscal year ended 
esclasive of furniture, is $10,148,513, while that of furniture to 
the same date amounted U> $803,598. Therefore, estimating the 
percentage of wear and tear equal to two per cent on plant, we 
have the sum of $202,970.20, while sixteen per cent on the furni- 
'ture and fixtures amounts to $128,575.88, or a total of $331,545.94. 
While many other elements may properly enter into the consid- 
«mtiou of this subject, it is believed that these figures fairly 
represent the sums which should be appropriated each year to 
keep the State hospital buildings and their fixtures and furnitope 
in a proper state of repair. Of course, this does not take into \ 
account the element of enlargements to meet thi^ demands of an 1 
ever-increasing |)opulation, nor that of extniordinary repairs, 
improvements and betterments generally, which are rendered 
necessary from time to lime in the steady march of improvement 
in the methods of caring for an<l treating the insane. 

'he average net increase of the insane, outside of the countiea 
r«w Vork and Kings, and exclusive of the private axylam 
iunt«d, in recent years, U> about 200 per {umiUlu, 
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Therefore, it will be necessary to annually provide additional^ 
accommodations for about this number, in order that accommo- 
dations shall keep pace with the demand for them, and that the 
hospitals shall not become seriously overcrowded. 

The failure of the last Legislature to enact the bill for the 
conversion of the State Asylum for Insane Criminals at Auburn 
into a State hospital for the insane, whereby comfortable accom- 
modations for 250 patients would have been rendered immedi- 
ately available at a merely nominal cost, together with the 
failure of the proposed appropriation for enlarging the Buffalo 
State Hospital, which would have provided additional accommo- 
dation for 200 patients, has resulted in a deficiency of about 440 
beds ; but with the increased accommodations secured under the 
ai)pro])riation of $454,850 to carry out the State Care Act and 
those provided for under previous appropriations, it is confidently 
expected that not more than 400 additional beds will be required 
to provide suitable accommodations in State hospitals for all of 
the dependent insane outside of New York and Kings counties, 
and this, too, without overcrowding. Thus it will be seen 
that 400 additional beds are actually required to meet the 
present and prospective requirements of the insane to October 1, 
1.^94. 

The cost of these additional accommodations will depend 
altogether upon their location and the style of buildings to be 
erected. For example, if the St. Lawrence State Hospital is to 
be completed, according to the present plans, and the needed 
accommoclations provided at that institution, that will require 
one standard as regards cost ; if the Buffalo State Hospital is to 
bo enlarged, as contemplated, to the extent of 200 additional 
beds, that will require another standard ; whereas, if additional 
buildings ani to be erected on the grounds of the other State 
hos])itals, on the scale of cost for construction and equipment as 
prescril)ed by the State Care Act, then still another standard will 
be required. 

The State Care Act provided for the erection of additional build- 
ings for the dependent insane on the grounds of the present 
State hospitals, at a maximum cost, including furniture and jBx 
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tares, of $560 per capita. If the standard required by the State 
Care Act be adopted in providing for the actual increase of 440 
patients, then the necessary appropriation for this purpose need 
not exceed $242,000.

CHAPTER 5. 

TRAMSrOKTAlION OF THK InSAWE. 

The removal of the insane from their homes to State hospitals 
has been attended by many difficulties. At present the dependent 
insane are usually removed to State hospitals by the superin- 
tendents of the poor, and since the passa^ of the State Care 
Act of 1 890 the State has paid the expenses of such removal. 
The act also provides that the president of the State Commission 
in Lunacy may, in his discretion, require the State hospitals to 
send trained attendants for patients when about to be removed 
upon their original commitment. The Commission believes that 
the ti]ne has arrived when this feature of the law should be 
carried into effect. Experience in this regard during the two 
years that the State Care Act has been in operation shows 
clearly the evils of the present system. While under an opinion 
of the Attorney-General, nothing but actual and necessary 
expenses can properly be charged to the State, atill evidences are 
not wanting that many, thougli perhaps not punishable, frauds 
I are constantly being perpetrated. The petty fraud of buying 
■ mileage tickets at two cents per mile and charging the full rate 
' to the State is an instance in point. Wherever this has been 
detected the allowance for railroad fare has been promptly out 
down ; but the cost of transportation of the insane, large as it 
' ' js and constantly presenting, as it does, a temptation to make the 
Jiuaoval of an insane person to a State hospital the occasion of a 
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holiday excursion, is not so serious a matter as the treatment 
which these dependent insane, despite all precautions of the 
Commission to the contrary, receive. The regulations of the 
Commission provide that mechanical restraint shall not be used 
except when prescribed by a physician; that patients shall be 
provided with new and suitable clothing, and that they be in a 
condition of bodily cleanliness. Many of these regulations are 
frequently violated, and there being no practicable method of 
punishing public officers who defy the laws of the State in this 
manner, it is believed that the only remedy for such wrongs is to 
provide for the removal of the insane from their homes by 
trained officers of the State hospitals. Therefore, the Commis- 
sion has determined that motives of humanity and economy both 
require the early adoption of this method of removal, and it 
proposes to inaugurate the method on or before the going into 
full effect of the State Care Act.

lerioualy overcrowded, the clothing and bedding provided are oCa 
nferior quality, as cotiipared with State hospitals and their diet,jB 
yrhile poasibh' meeting the actual physiological reijuirements, i 
lot of tlie varietv ^tnd ijuality which should be provided for th^ 
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In Kings eoantj, while tlie condition of iilFairs has sliglitlyl 
improved under the order of the Commission which was approvetjl 
by Mr. Justice CuUen on January 7, 18^2, no great or radic^-l 
improvement need be expected under the present sjste 
of a^iministration. The intemats of the insane in this countj 

inextricably mised up with those of the inmates 
ha poor-house, penitentiary, work house, and the general '. 

Moreover, the jwivantagos which accrue to the hospitals fol 
'h.0 insane in the city of New York through the operation of t 
civil service law are not to be htul in the CJise of the county i 
Kings, as counties are exempteti from the operation of such lawj 
the city of Brooklyn and the county of lyings not being <^»termi'^ 
nous as is the ca-se with the city and connty uf New York. 

The number of the insane in these two counties is about equtd 
lO the number of the insane in the remaining fifty-eight countifll 
ti the State, all the^e latter being under the contral and protQ 
ion of the State and no longer subject to the various demon! 
ing influences, petty economy and vicious politics ivhich s 
obtain in small communities. While it may freely be con« 
that the citizens of small communities may be equal morally a 
iDtellectnally to those of larger municipalities, yet the fact h 
wn shown time and again, that the adminiatratiim of puhl9 
titutiona, especially where financial interests are concerna 
a Bvil inlluenoea of local [Kilitics are more often felt iu the c 
tnall than of large communities, and, therefore, the 
!6sity <toes not exist for the interference of tiie Stjite in th^ 
B case as in the ()ther. But great as the counties of New Yorlj 
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and Kings are, with half of the insane in the State within their 
borders, influences of the kind referred to are still sufficiently 
active to require that a change be made, and that a unified 
system of administration for the insane, which shall be entirely 
separate from the other charities of the county be adopted in 
each. 

The anomaly is somewhat curious that, under the full operation 
of the State f^are Act, the counties of New York and Kings will 
contribute to the Staite a full half of the sum required to 
support the insane of the other fifty-eight counties, while 
receiving substantially no benefit in return. These counties, 
however, have the remedy at hand ; by coming into the 
State system and placing their insane under the control 
of the State, they can receive the benefit of the taxation they 
pay. AVhile, by retison of the great proportion of members of 
the Legislature from these two counties, the State may not be 
able to insist that Stiite care shall obtain for their insane, it may 
still properly insist that a system of government which shall be 
fully adeiiuate for the protection of the interests of these unfor- 
tunates be provided. 

The Commission would, therefore, earnestly recommend that 
a local commissioner or a board of three commissioners be pro- 
vided in the case of ejich of these counties, who shall, under 
the genenil su|)ervision of the Stat«, have the sole and exclusive 
charge of the insane, and that the interests of the insane be 
totally s(?parated from all other dependent or correctional classes.

GeXERAL RlCMARKe. 

As before remarketl, the presentation of special rejmrts of 
State liospitals, showing the workings of these institutions in 
detail, was found to be so desirabie. that it baa been determined 
to extend this feature so as to embrace t!ie exempted county sys- 
tem and ii«ense(l [irivatc a-sylum system as well, in accordance 
with the HUt«ment prefacing the review of the State hoBpitals. 

But these s]>eeial reports of licensed private asylums can not 
have the same scope or value as that which attacbes to the 
speciil rejiorts of State luwpitals, or the institutions of the 
exempted counties because of the much lesser extent and 
population of the farmer as compared with the latter institu- 
tiuns. As far as possible, however, the s^ieeial featui-es of inquiry 
in regard to the Inrger instilutrions have been applied to the 
smaller. In some instances ihe number of inmates is so small 
and the nuivement of jMipulation bo limited as to render the 
deductions to be drawn from certain fiercentages, as recoveries, 
etc., of little or no value ; in some caries the results arrived at 
might apiKjar to he almost unworthy of publication. But the 
intelligent reader will make a proper discrimination in tbe few 
instances in which such conditions are shown.

Changes going back over several years resulted in bringing into use 
of one of tlie pleasautest parts of the plaoc for the exercise of the 
eicil«d men.

The business entrance was moved some distance to the west, and a 
road with stone foundation constructed, which added to the privacy of 
the male department.

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CHAPTER ». 

General Adbunisthatios of Pkivatk AsTniMa. 

The increase in the numher of private asylums, judging from 

[ the experience of the i»ast year, i3 likely to be small, only one 
institution having been lioenseii during the fiscal year just closed, 
and that of small ca|)acity. It is believed that the nuwl>er already 
existing is suHicieut to me6t the present demand for this class of 
institutions for the insane. Whatever may be thought of the 
necessity of private institutions for the insane, ojierated as busi- 
ness enterprises for pecuniary gain, it must be a<iinitted that A 

[ now conducted in this Slate, that is, subject to ihe same general 

I snpervision, visitation and control as are the public institutions, 
they serve a useful purjiose in providing for the wealthy olosaes 

I aacaleof accommodation and privatecaro, nbicheould not properly 
be accorde<l them in a pubhc hos]>ital maintained at the ex|>ensd 

I of the taxpayers. At the same time, by pennitting the existence 
of these institutions, under proper restrictions, the Siate is spared 

1 the necessity of providing additional accMminiixlations to the 

I extent of the aggregate number of persons vrho are thus enabled 
to obtain private cart>, amounting in round niunbertt to nearly one 
thousand. It is not likely, therefore, that private asylums will be 
abolished, so long as a legitimate demand for them exists, and 
the wisdom or unwisdom of jrermitting them to exist and operate 
under proper safeguards need not be further considered at thfs 
time. 

Under the present nystem of licensing the danger of inearcemt- 
ing sane persons in private institutions is greatly diminished — 
indeed, it can scarcely be said to exist, despite the fact that, in 
some cases whore \vrits of haWis corpus have been sued out, and 
the sympathies of jurors have been unduly [>layed upon, danger- 
ously or actually insane persons have occasionally been 
discharged as sane by the verdict of a jury. The pecuniary 
interest of these institutions — in fact, their very existence — is 
80 dependent on their retention of public confidence sa to 
priicticuUy preclude the danger of any systematic wrongdoing or ' 
abu#e. Thu real dnngi^'r, as has previously Iteen [wiote^j 
1892. 80 
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' the Commission, lies in institutions which are unlicensed and sub- 
ject to no ofScial visitation, and which are operated in violation 
of the laws of the State. 

The most serious defect in the private asylum system, and one 
which, owing to the small number and pecuniary circumstaucea 
of the inmates of many of these establishments, it la difficult 
to overcome, is the lack of opportunity for systematic occupation 
and diversion of patients, such as is now provided in every 
properly organized .public hospital for the insane ; and while it 
may be said that this objection is largely offset by the substitu- 
tion of individualized means of amusement and diversion, the fact 
atill remains that *a considerable number of these patients is inevi- 
tably deprived of the opportunity to engage in useful occupation 
which is now rapidly coming to be regarded as one of the most 
importantmeansofpromotingrecoveryof the curable and improve- 
ment of the incurable. The Commission has frequently urged on 
the superintendents of these establishments the desirability of 
providing useful occupation of some kind for their inmates, 
and to the answer that is usually made that friends of patients 
object to their employment, it has been urged in reply that there 
would probably be less objection, iu many cases none at all, if it 
were clearly pointed out that such employment might be conducive 
to the recovery or improvement of the patient. 

It is believed, however, that under existing retjuireraents the 
organization and administration of the private institutions in this 
State are gradually being brought to a Ingh degree of excellence. 
Licenses are now granted only on condition that the institution, 
in each instance, shall be in charge of a rejmtable physician of at 
least five years' experience in the care and treatment of the insane — 
the qualifications required in the case of State hospital superin- 
tendents — and whose qualifications in these respects shall be 
acceptable to the Commission. Also, before granting a license, 
the Commission determines, by ])er3onal inspection, tliat the 
I premises, buildings, equipment, etc., are suitable for the purpose 
I and that the proposeti number of inmates can be properly accom- 
bmodated; and it is further required that a comprehensive set 
iof di-awinga showing the grounds, elevations of buildings, 
f floor-plans, etc., be filed in the office of the Commission; 
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also that the institution shall be provided with adequate 
means of fire protection; that the number of inmates shall 
at no time exceed its licensed capacity; that a sufScient num- 
ber of competent attendants and nurses shall be supi)lied, and 
that everything necessan' for the proper care and treatment of 
the patients shall be provided on a scale commensurate with the 
rates charged therefor; further that the institution and its inmates 
shall be at all times accessible to the Commissioners and that the 
inmates be privileged to communicate, under seal, with the Com- 
misBion or with any other officials having jurisdiction in audi cases. 
The Commission is aware that in afew instances private institutions 
have complained that the retiuirements were too exacting, but 
it is believed that a careful examination of these requirements will 
satisfy any disinterested mind that in no instance do they involve 
any injustice or actual hai-dship. It should be borne in mind 
that a licensed private asylum for the insane is emjKJwered to 
hold insane persons in custody and to absolutely dejirive them 
I of their liberty; that with few exceptions it is established 
and maintained for pecuniary gain ; that this gain is frequently 
a large one, and that it appeals to the most powerful of human 
motives ; hence, in view of these facts, there can hardly bo any 
reasonable ground of objection to the State, through its proper 
officers, holding the proprietors or managers of these institutions 
to a strict accountability. In any event, for the reasons stated, 
the Commission feels it incumlient on itself to insist that all legal 
and pro]>er requirements be complied with, and that the interest 
of the insane committed to the custody of these institutions shall 
be jealously guarded. 



CHAPTER 10. ^ 

The Brunswick Home. 

Soon after beginning its official work, in 1889, the Commission

Brunswick Home" was conducting an institution for the insane,

The Commission promptly culled att«nU 

I to the impropriety of such practice, and also recommend 

f a radical reorganization of the methiMl of governing the instS 

tion, including the appointiueni of a medical superintenda 

who shouhl he a reputahle physician of experience in the c 

and treatment of the insane and who should be the chief ex« 

tive oEficer. This recommendation, together with others wh; 

the Commission found it necessary to make, was persistead 

ignored and subsequently a formal demand on the part of \ 

Oommission for its fulfillment was met with a deliberate refui 

The Commission has frequently expressed to its directors a 

willingness to recognize the institution and to grant it a licenae, 

ppoWded they would agree to carry ont its recommendations and 

to conduct it in conformity to the laws of the State. All efforts 

in this direction having been met with refusal, the Commission 

I has felt comiwlled to call the attention of the Attorney- 

' General of the State to the character of the institution and to 

request that a civil action be bronght against it. The institution 

now has in its custody about 140 |>ersons of both sexes and of 

different degrees of mental disease and deficiency, its chai-ter 

broadly providing that it shall care for and treat both bodily and 

I mental disorders. This instance serves to illustrate the danger

It need 

scarcely be said that whatever rights may have accrued from his 

license to the original owner of the Brunswick Home were 

absolutel}'' forfeited when the property was turned over to a oor- 

1 poration to which no license has ever Vieen granted.

At said meeting on July thirtieth, cause was not shown, and there- 
npon the Commission duly revoked said license.

Lunacy, to tlie corporatioU known as the Brunswick Itume, authorizing 
it to receive and hold in custody committed insane patients not exceed- 
ing thirty in all, was revoked on July 1, 1891. All licenses heretofore 
imued to said Brunswick Homo, anthorizing it to receive and hold in 
I ODstody certified lunatics, epileptics, idiots and persons of unsound 
f mind, have been revoked; and it is now operated without any license 
Whatever from this Commit; .ion or its jiredecessors.

Chapter 11. 



Commitment of the Insane. 



This subject hiia been treated at length by the Commission in 
its previous reports, to which reference is now made. 

The form of commitment adopted July 1, 1890, has continued 
[ in use without modification, and it is believed that it has proven 
I generally satisfactory, and that under it the process of commit- 
I ment of the insane is surrounded with better safeguards against 
carelessness and ivrongful intent, while at the same time ]jerrait- 
ting of efficiency and celerity of operation, to a far greater degree 
than was jiossible under the metliod which it supplanted. In 
order to secure uniformity, all blank commitments are now fur- 
i nished by the Commission, and this, too, at a cost of less than 
$100 per year — the blanks being printed upon stereotyped plates 
I which are the property of the State — and these printed blanks 
are used for copies as well as originals. Notliing more clearly 
demonstrates the wisdom of centralizing the supervision of 
the insane than this one item of system in the matter of com- 
mitments. All blank certificates being furnished by the Com- 
mission, and certified copies of all commitments being 
filed in its office within ten days, where they are care- 
fully scrutinized, the Commission is enabled to detect and 
promptly correct any irregularity whether intentional or other- 
wise in the commitment of the insane. The great value of the 
system is in the prevention of attempted fraud. Under the sys- 
tem in vogue previous to 1889, with no method of rejwrting to a 
I central office, it was not impossible for frauds to be per|>etrated. 
I The fact that under the present system successful evasions of the 
I statute have not occurred, furnishes strong proof of its effeotiTt 
I DOSS and utility. A system which prevents the perpetra 
1892. 31 
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•Wrong-doing is better than one which admits of it and afterwards 
.punishes it. The legal requirements for medical examiners in 
'lunacy remain unchanged, namely: they mast be reputable phy- 
■sicians, graduates of legally chartered medical colleges, residents 
■of the State and have had three years' experience in the actual 
practice of medicine. While the Commission believes that it 
might be wise to modify these requirements, notably to lengthen 
the terra of professional ex|>6rienc6, and, possibly, to provide for 
the appointment of a certain number of official examiners for the 
public insane, the present statute has on the whole ivorked 
well; and while it is true that certificates occasionally are 
rejected by the Commission on the ground of insuJBciency as to 
facts or defect as to form, the percentage of such rejectiona is 
■constantly diminishing, thus conclu-sively showing that the sub- 
ject of mental diseases is becoming better understood by the 
medical profension and thereby lessening the liabilit}' ofimproper 
commitments. 

For the purpose of diffusing more correct information in regard 
to the commitment of the insane, the Commission issued the fol- 
lowing circular letter and forwarded a copy of the same to every 
registered physician in the State, numbering about 10,000:

In answer to numerous inquiries and to correct certain miBapprehen- 
moDB tbal now extet relative to the commitment and the care and treat- 
meat of the insane, I am directed by the State CommisHion in Lunacy 
*o bring to your attention the following matters: 

1. The Commitmknt of the Inbank. 

By the statute no insane nersou can be admitted to an institution for 

the oare and treatment of the insane except upon a medical certificate 

of lunacy, made jointly by two physicuans, nnder a form prescribed by 

.the State Commission in Lunacy. The form at present in use went 
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into effect July 1, 1890, and coraruitmentscan now only be maile under 
Bueh form and npon blanks prepared and furnished by the State. These 
blanks can be obtained upon applicatiou to the ijtaie Conimisuon in 
Lunacy, county clerks, suiierititendents of the poor, and superintendents 
of asyliimH or hospitals for the iuaaiie, botli public ami private. The medi- 
cal certificate must be filled out strictly according to its terms in order 
to secure the commitment of a patient. There must be a final exami- 
nation of the patient on the same day by both certifying physicians, 
&ltiioug)i the final examination need not be conducted by each physi- 
cian in the presence of the other. The dat« of the'/inal examination it 
the liite of the certijicaie. A patient can be admitted under such medi- 
cal certificate at any time wlthtn ten days from ita date, namely, the 
date of the final examination. While a patient may be admitted upon 
such certificate prior to its approval by a judge of a court of record, 
the piilient can not be detained more than five days wiihont aoob 
approval, anil, therefure, it is adnsable In order to avoid delays and a 
re-examination when such approval is not made within the required 
time, to procure the approval prior to the adrntsiiion of the patient. 
The approval must be made by a judge of a court of record, of the 
county or judicial district iu whidi the patient resides. If, however, 
the patient has no fixed residence within the State, then the certificate 
may be approved by a judge of a court of record of the county or 
judicial district wherein such patjent may be. A medical certificat« 
prescribed by the Commission is an absolute requisite to the commit- 
ment of a patient; a judge, however, may require other and additional 
evidence. He may summon witnessed or additional physiciane or may 
in his discretion call a jury in each ease to determine the question of 
lunacy. Therefore, in order to avoid e^ipense and delay, it is essential 
that great care should be taken in the preparation of such medical cer- 
tilicate. The statute provides that only snch physicians as have been 
properly certJtied by a judge of a court of record, and only after a 
certified copy of their certificate of qualification has been filed in the 
office of the State Commission in Lunacy, can prepare such medical 
certificate. A medical certificate prepared by either one or bath phy- 
siciauH whose certificate of qualification has not been filed in the office 
of the Commission is void by statute and a re-examination of the 
patient must be bad. 

Section 9, chapter 446, Laws of 1874, provides that "It shall not be 
lawful for any physician to certify to the insanity of any peraon for 
the purpose of securing hia commitment to an asylum, unlese said pby- 
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■iciitn liL- of reputable character, a graduate of some incorporatejH 
tDeiiical oullege, a ivenaaoent resident of the State, and shall liave beeiM 
in the actual practice of Ilia professiou for at least tliree years. Audi 
such quAliRcations shall Ik certified to by a judge of any court o^| 
Iwjoni." ' I 

Section 7 of chapter 383, Laws of 1680, as amended by chapter 37^9 
Laws of ISflo, proTideH that " one year after the date of the passage o^| 
this act (May 14, lB89,)it nhall not be lawful for any medical examinaifl 
in lunacy to make a certificate of insanity for the purpose of committingfl 
any person to custody unless a certified copy of his certificate has hesflfl 
8o filed and its receipt in the office of the Commission (Sute Comims]

2. Public Patikntr. ^| 

Public patients, except in the counties of New York and Kings, aflU 
required by the statute to be cared for in Stale hospitals situated withJ^B 
Uie hospital district in which they reside, the statute requiring that tbifl 
fitate be divided into as many districts as there are Stitc hospitals.

This statute is liberally construed, and in no instance has the o<dfl 
Bent of the president of the Commission been refused or will such oo|H 
sent be refused in any proper case. When applications arc made 1^| 
mail or telegraph to the oflice of the Commission, in Albany, such coi^| 
sent will be promptly giveu.

Pdbuo PATiBrrrs From thr Countibs of New York and Ki^odfl 

Public patients from the counties of New York and Kings may bfl 

iftdmitted to any State hospital within the State, with the couseut ofl 

the authorities of such hospital and the Commissioners of Charities anfl* 

'Corrections of either of said counties. 
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4. Private or Pay Patiknts. 
Private or pay patients may be admitted to any Stale hoBpital without 
t reference to tbe hospital district in which they reside, upon the follow- 
[ ing coDditions: 

a. That there is room. 

fi. That the hospital authorities are willing to receive the patient 
c. That no patient shall be permitted to pay a aiim to uceaa of ten

The maximum sum of ten dollars per week to be charged for ihe care 
I and treatment of a private or paypatieut is a State hospital was agreod 
I upon at a conference of the State Commission in Lunacy and the 
I trustees and superintendents of State hospitals. This liroit of price' 
1 was fixed upon in order that tbe rights of the dependent insane for 
I whom the State hospitals were established, sltould not be encroached 
I npou by patients who are able to pay a greater sum and who would 
I require in return therefor, a corresponding amount of roora-space and 
I other allowances which in view of tbe constaiit demand for ac -ommo- 
l tions for the dependent insane could not properly be accorded them. 
I £acb Stat« hospital being esiabliehed upon tbe principle of the greatest 
I good to the greatest number and recognizing no class distinctions, 
I obviously no advantages, in the way of extra room space, etc., can 
I properly be given, and especially in view of the fact thai adequate and 
I competent private care and treatment, both allopathic and homiBO- 
I pathic, can now readily be obtained for the non-dependent insane in 
I private institutions, under the supervision of the Stale, for ten dollars 
I per week and upwards. 

Private Asylums. 
All private instilutions for the care and treatment of the insane are 
required by statute to be licensed by the State -Commission in Lunacy, 
and the Commission is empowered to revoke any such lieenjie in its 
discretion when proper cause exists therefor, and no insane person can 
be committed to auy institution, retreat, home or ^anit^rium which la 
[ not BO licensed.

One of iho argiiiuent.s urged against the imlicy of the StaU 
[ taking care of all the insane was that as soon as the counties were~ 
relieved of their responsibility, then every pau[)er or dependei 
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person who became a public charge and who showed any degree 
of mental impairment or defect would be thrust upon the State 
for support. 

The Commission has little fear of this result. It is true that 
no genera! rule for the determination of mental states can be laid 
down. Each case must be determined by itself, and the deter- 
mination in cases of this kind must of necessity fall to the superin- 
tendent of the hospital to which they are committed. It is true 
that the Commission has the power to order the discharge of 
persons who. in its judgment, are improperly committed or 
illegally detained, and whenever complaint is made to it of 
wrongful detention it prom]>tly proceeds to investigate and deter- 
mine the case, but by the terms of the statute, the members of 
the Commission not being required to visit State hospitals more 
than twice in each year, persons of the class referred to, if admit- 
ted, might, if the determination rested solely with the Com- 
mission, remain for months at a time an unjust burden on the 
State, to say nothing of the unfavorable influence which con- 
tact with such persons would have upon the insane proper. 

It need hardly be said that cases of normal senility, that ia, 
mental impairment due to old age, or mentally defective cases 
due to arrested mental development, that is, idiots and imbeciles, 
are not proper cases for care and treatment in a hospital -for 
the insane. 

It may be said parenthetically that this class of cases does not 
include senile dementia nor terminal dementia, both of which are 
well recognized forms of insanity proper. It matters not so far 
as the hospital is concerned whether the class of persons 
referred to in the jireceding paragraph are cared for in 
poorhouses or in families or whether they are dangerous to the 
public. The only question to be determmed by the hospital sujier- 
intendent is: la the person insane within the meaning of the 
statute and a proper subject for care and treatment in a hospi- 
tal for the insane. 

There appears to be a strong tendency to commit this class of 
persons, who really need only custodial care, to hospitals for the 
iDsane, and judges of courts of record in some instances appear 
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to be going further in this direction than the actual require- 
ments would seem to justify. If this tendency continues in any 
marked degree, it will become necessary to have such cases 
determined by the courts, so far as it is possible to do so. But in 
any event, the State should make provision for such cases other- 
than in the Stale hospitals for the insane. 



CHAPTER 12. 
Decrease of Inbanitt. 

The evidence revealed by the statistics of the past fiscal year 
( relative to the projiortion of insane to the population of the State 
is not such as to require any modification of the views which the 
Commission has heretofore expressed on this subject. In tho 
report for 1^91 it was stated, according to the data then availar 
ble, that while the ratio of insanitj' to the population of the State 
had for many years apparently steadily increased, the indications 
then were that the maximum point of increase had been reached, 
and that at that time the ratio of insanity to the population was 
apparently slightly decreasing. This statement would seem to 
be confirmed by the statistics of the fiscal year covered by this 
report. 

As previously stated, until a more reliable system of coUecting 
statistical information on this subject ha^ been established and 
in ojwration for several years, together with uniformity in tbo 
methods of reporting the same, no reliable conclusions can bft 
reached. 

It is expected that the uniform system of forme which ^o- 
Commission adopted soon after its organization, and which la 
now followed by all the institutions in their statistical reports to 
the Commission, will eventually furnish facts and figures from 
which reliable and valuable deductions resiiecting this important 
question may be drawn. 

It should be borne in mind, in connection with this subject, 
that there are several important conditions which in 
years have operated to swell the apparent 
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^Hns^nity, conditions the effect of which is now gradually beinjH

tiich now obtain in hospitals for tlie insane, and which havef 

mbtedly resulted in increasing the duration of insane lif^fl 
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thus lowering the death rate, a fact which is well established by 
statistics. Thus it will readily bo seen that these conditions, 
operating with increasing force for a series of years, would 
largely account for the apparent increase in the ratio of Insanity. 

That the numerical increase has fully kept pace with the 
increase of the general population no one could successfully deny. 

The following table, which shows the annual percentage of 
increase from 1881 to 1892, inclusive, sustains the position here 
taken, namely, that the highest point of increase in the ratio of 
insanity has been reached, and that now the tendency is toward 
a decrease :

It will be noted that the average increase still remains the 
same as last year, namely, 5.1 per cent. The increase, therefore, 
for each of the last five years, is less than the average for the 
past twelve years. The past five years also shows an average 
percentage of 4.3 per cent, while the preceding five years shows 
an average of 5.S per cent, a decrease during the past five years, 
as compared with the preceding five years, of 1.2 per cent. 

While, for the reason before stated, these figures are not abso- 
lutely reliable, they may projjerly be regardeii as of some value. 
Furthermore, in whatever they do show, there is nothing whiok- 
indicates that the tide of insanity is rising ; and if, as it ap] 
the highest point has been i-eacbed, the fact may well be n 
k a source of oongralulatioQ.
